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(1.) Country-man. HE laft Inftance you 

gave, Aafter, of the 

Pretences of the I/ra- 
elits againft Adofes came up tull to all the Sal- 
voes that are or can be Alledg’d in favour 
of Refiftance. For the Cafe was faid to be 
as Plan as Poflible, fo that he muft put 
out all their Fyes if they did not See it. 
And it was of the laft Confequence, as was 
Pretended, to Kill us in the Wildevnefs. Not 
only the Encroaching tpor Laws, and En- 
dangering. the Conftitutson, but their very 
Lives was the Cafe,to Kill Us all— Ther 
can be no. Aggravation of any Cafe beyond 
this. 


(2.) Bit yet an Axfwer has been given 
me to this. They fay,, That the Breach of 
Fromife Alledg’d againft “Afofes, of keeping 
them fo long in the Welderne/s, and ‘not gi- 
ving them Pofleflion of Fields andV i ntyard.s&c. 
was Really and Truely the AQ of Ged and 
not of Adofes. And that Afofes did Vouch it 
fo to be by many Miracles he Wrought 
before them.

And when they were 
Swallow’d* up accordingly, Azd all the People 
fled at the Cry of them, for they faid, Left 
the Earth Swallow us up alfo, Yet all this did 
nor remove their Zealoufie, for it is faid, 
ver. 41. But on the morrow all the Congrega- 


‘tion of the Children of Ifrael Murmured againft 


Mofes and againft Aaron, faying, Ye have kil- 
led the People of the Lord. And 14.700 of them 
were Deftroyed for this by a new Plague, 
before God cou'd Silence ‘their AZurmurings. 
So that if the People were left to be Fudge, 
Mofes and Miracles woud not Convince 
them.

Rebearf. \t is fo, Country-man, and this is 
the Reafon why the People are by no Means 
fic Judges of Government. For they Fudge 
not by Reafox, but by Imagination, by Fears 
and Fealoufies, which any body may put into 
their Heads, and then they are Blind, and 
Wilfull, and Obftinate. And when they have 
Warry'd, and Deftro;’d one another till they 
are Weary, they will Fret themfelves, and 
Curfe their King and their God, and Look up- 
ward, as the Prophet tellsjus J/ai. viii. 21. 

Country-m. But tho’ Adofes was not an Op- 
prefer, yet you will not fay but ther have 
been Kings that were Oppreffors, and have 
Grievoufly Harraf’'d and Tax°d the People 
out of their Skins. 


Rehearf. And the People Generally Love 
thefe the Beft—— And will call them De- 
liverers too, and Saviours of the Nation ! 
Efpecially if they Themfelves have any Hand 
in it. For then they muft ftand by their 
own A& and Deed. And they never Judge 
Themfelves to be in the Wrong! And go 
through all Aiferies, and you will find, that 
it is Generally the Mild and Gentle Princes, 
fuch as Avofes was, who bear moft the 
Strife of the People, And by this Example 
of Mofes it is Evident, that Pretences will 
never be Wanting againft the Belt Adm- 
niftration in the World. And therefor, 
That, if People have the Liberty of Refi- 
fiance upon any Frerence whatfoever, they 
may Refit upon every Pretence. For ther 
is no Afedium. And who fhall be Fudge?
